Od Ahe, prior to/ 1861, was just an ordinary eagie. He was captured
in Wisconsin by an Indian:and was purchased by a white man for a bushel
of corn.. He was then soM to another man who presented him to the 8th
Wisconsin Infantry. .

Old Abe hecame the official mascot, and the 8th Wisconsin Infantry came
to he known as the Eagle Regiment. A special perch was constructed for
him, and a soldier was assigned to the duty of carryimg him alongside the
colors in all battles.

For three years Old Abe sérved as an inspiration to the trdops. Sach
was his encouragement to the Yankees, that the Confederates made: special
eflorts to do away with him. At Corinth, General Price is rted to have
remarked, 1 would. rather have him, than the whole brigade,"  Bat ‘Abe
continued 1o scream at the Confederates every time a gray coat appeared,
Slthough he was wounded at Corinth, and-again at Vicksburg. - South-
erners came to hate the cagle as much as he evidently hated them, and called

him the “Yankec DBuzzard.” !
Through 36 battles Old Abe led the Eagle Regiment. . He was formally
" accepted by theWisconsin Govermor on behalf .of the state. - His history,
f in a pamphlet, bought $16,000 for i soldicrs.
